Mexicans Disregard Duty to 


Non- Combatants. 


FOREIGNERS DEEPLY STIRRED 


Despite Continual Protests of A m e ri­ 
can, 
British and Germ an A m b a ssa ­ 
do rs, the Legations Are Not Being 


Properly Guarded A g a in st Storm of 
Shell Fire T h at Is Reducing Capital 


City of Troubled Republic to Ruins. 


Mexico City, Feb. 14.—After ano ther 
twelve ho urs of artillery fighting in 
the heart of a half-ruined city, General 
Diaz gained im po rtant advantages. The 
rebel co m m ander is advancing his bat­ 
teries 
to ward 
the 
national 
palace, 
which he has shelled continuously. 
T he Madero forces have received re­ 
pulses ail along the line of fighting 
and soon 
m a y be on the defensive. 
H undreds were killed and wounded in 
yesterday's sto rm of lead and iron. 
The fighting was more sanguinary 
than on Wednesday. 
General Huerta 
again dared a frontal attack on the cit­ 
adel and was hurled hack with heavy 
losses. 
Federal infantrym en were de 
stro yed by the amazingly accurate ran 
chine gun fire directed by General 
Mondragon. 
General Diaz immediate­ 
ly followed up his advantage by plant­ 
ing batteries in practically all of the 
strategic po ints that had been occu­ 
pied for three Jays by the Maderistas. 
The Diaz red flag now is flying in the 
Avenida De San Francisco, the princi­ 
pal appro ach to the natio nal palace, 
and the rebels are expected to attack 
the palace today. 
The activity of H enry Lane Wilson, 
the American ambassado r, removed at 
least a tho usand Americans, includ­ 
ing many women and children, from 
the fighting zone. 
They are quartered 
in the American embassy, a mile and 
a half so uthw est of Diaz's fo rtress, or 
in private houses rented by the am ­ 
bassador. 
Most Americans are, how 
ever, witho ut funds on account of the 
closing of the hanks. 
T here was an unverified repo rt that 
four Americans had been killed by the 
explosion of a shell in the Methodist 
church south. 
So far as can be learn­ 
ed only one American was injured. R. 
M. Meredith, m anager of the National i 
Cash R egister co mpany’s agency, was 
serio usly hurt when a shell burst in 
fro nt of the Hotel Jardin. 


Vio la tio n o f Rules o f Wa r. 


The tem per of all the foreign resi­ 
dents is at white heat because of the 
violation of all the rules of civilized 
w arfare by both sides. 
It is said that 
the British and German m inisters re­ 
new ed energetically their pro tests to 
President Madero against federal bat 
teries being posted near their con 
sulates. 
Guards aro und the legations 
were increased because of th£ pres­ 
ence within the city of Morendo and 
his guerrillas. 
These*! Zapatistas have 
been ro bbing and firing houses to the 
w estward of the Alameda. 
They are 
apparently friendly to the Felicistas. 
The city is appalled by the imminence 
o f famine and plague. 
Federals and 
rebels are seizing food supplies, and 
it has become almo st impossible to 
buy at any price the necessaries of 
life. Bodies lie in the principal streets 
w here they fell days ago. 
Red and 
W hite Cross am bulances have been 
fired upon. 
The center of the city, where the 
handso m est streets and most o rna­ 
m ental buildings are located, is be­ 
coming a ruin under the never-ending 
rain of sho t and shell. 
The National 
theater is badly damaged. 
The Colo- 
nia statio n of the Mexican National 
railway in the Paseo De Refo rma was 
struck by shells and set on fire. Shells 
burst in the American club, the Hotels 
Iturbide and Jardin, the German club 
and num ero us o ther large buildings 
Several of the principal streets are 
choked with the debris of war. and the 
center of the city is deserted save for 
hungry, weary soldiers, who co ntinue 
auto matically to serve the guns. 
A m essenger from Ambassado r W il­ 
son who arrived under a* flag of truce 
at the cable office with dispatches for 
Washingto n, repo rted th a t the Ameri­ 
cans quartered at the embassy were 
unharmed, and that no shells had 
dropped near th at building. 
Francisco De La Barra, the former 
provisional president, is said to be a 
refugee at the British legation. 
Senor 
De La B arra is believed to have in­

but with the exception of these the 
bill as amended was practically the 
same as when it came from commit­ 
tee. 
The bill provides stringent restric­ 
tions in the sale of all sto cks or bonds, 
whether issued by home or foreign 
corporations, and tho se selling securi­ 
ties in the state m ust procure licenses 
from the board of securities, which is 
autho rized to m ake an investigatio n 
before granting a license. 
Senato r R atts’s “H arry Thaw ” bill 
went thro ugh 
by a vote of 37 to 3. 
This bill provides for the m anner of 
legal procedure where a defendant in 
a criminal case pleads insanity at time 
of crime and sanity at time of trial. 
Under such conditions the defendant 
may be sent to the colony for the in­ 
sane at. the no rthern prison, where be 
may be kept under surveillance while 
the autho rities are reaching a conclu­ 
sion as to his mental condition. 
Senato r Grube’s bill prohibiting the 
sale of diseased horses was passed, as 
was Senato r Akin’s m easure providing 
for th« » relief of 
perso ns who paid 
taxes on pro perty in which the state 
had an interest. Two o ther measures, 
one providing for the appo intm ent of 
a commission to revise the Indiana 
statutes, and ano ther providing that 
physicians who have practiced in In­ 
diana for a period of ten years, might 
compound 
their 
own 
prescriptions, 
were both killed. 


Ba llo u Mea sure Deferred. 


The m easure offered some weeks 
ago by Senato r Ballou, providing that 
city judges of the second, third and 
fourth classes might succeed them ­ 
selves, came up for third reading. The 
bill was amended in co mmittee to in­ 
clude Indianapolis, thereby permitting 
Judge Collins of the police co urt to 
succeed himself In office.
